in its opinions of the loyalty of the 
Southern afl’airs seems to have sunk all 
respect for truth and all claim to states­ 
manship. 
According to it there is 
throughout the South “an cvidenc of an 
intense hostility to the Federal Union.” 
Wo pronounce this false. 
The organic 
law of ctiery Southern State recogniz­ 
ing its fealty to the National Govern­ 
ment, the almost universal quiet and or­ 
der of the Southern populace, the un- 
oxccptionablo teaching of the Southern 
press and pulpit which now inculcates 
obedience to the laws, the example of 
the con.spiouous civil and military lead­ 
ers of the South, all stamp this state­ 
ment of the committee without founda­ 
tion and without excuse. 
We also deny 
the rig,ht to interpret dislike to the thir­ 
ty-ninth Congress and disorganizing in­ 
fluences, whether at the South or North 
as an evidence of hostility to the Feder­ 
al Government.” 
It is love and rever­ 
ence to the (-iovernment that causes us 
at least to he hostile to Congress. 
While wc arc pleased to see so little 
real strength and argument on the side 
of those who resist the humane policy 
of the administration, we feel no little 
shame that the councils of this country 
have been disfigured and dishonored by 
a report partial in its discussion, impa­ 
tient in its temper, impracticable in its 
conclusions. More than all do wc re­

MEXICAN IIORRORR. 
A letter from Ilormocillo corrobó­ 
rales the accounts of the attrocitics 
which the liberals committed at that 
place, and states that stores were ran­ 
sacked and the rich iuliabitants laid un­ 
der contribution. 
All who could not 
pay were murdered, and all the women 
violated. 
The question of republican 
or monarchial principles was entirely- 
set aside, and the whole population of 
Sonora was rising to revenge the cruel­ 
ties of the libcuftls. 
The Mexican imperial consul has re­ 
ceived official dispatches from Mazatlan 
of May 17, stating the liberals attacked 
the garrison of Hormocillo, on the 4th 
inst., and after a bloody struggle cap­ 
tured and pillaged the town. 
The im­ 
perial fo'-cca subsequently .arrived, and, 
after killing 200 of the liberals drove 
out the rest and captured nearly all the 
booty. 
Mr. Ainsa, an American citizen 
and Don D. Gonzalez, who refused to 
give §40,000 to the liberal cause was 
cruelly murdered, together with thirteen 
other Americans. 
The Imperialists defeated Gorrona 
Singslo, driving him 38 milo», and kill­ 
ing 180 men besides capturing a large 
auiouut of ammunition. 
Several wealthy men liave arrived at 
San Francisco on the Steamer Conti­ 
nental, who had fled from the liberal 
rule. 
The published accounts say that 
at the sack of Hormocillo the Liberals 
murdered 38 foreigners and 500 citi­ 
zens R-ho helped to defend the town, 
A 
stroiig division of Imperialists started 
from Mazatlan on the 16th inst. in pur­ 
suit of Con-ona.
